and (FY as they that defend it from being 
hurt; The Hoolers of it (I. 3. 7.) as they that cure 
t hen it hath been wounded; Ihe Bars of it, 
Lam, 2. g.) as they that ſecure it from being. 
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broken open by Foreign: Invaſions; the Foun- -- 
Ada tions of it, (Fal. 11. 3.) ds they that uphold it 
from tumbling down by inteſtine Commotions. 
But yet notwithſtanding the Plalmiſt in my 
Text calls us off from Truſting in Princes 
as well as other Men,; and in Pal. 146. 3. he 
expreſly forbids us to confide in them; Put no: 
Hour Truſt in Princes, nor in the Son of Man in-whom there 
is no help ; his breath goeth forth, he returne 10 his Earth, 
in that very day, his thoughts periſh. ' The greateſt 
Princes are Frail and Mortal; neither can any 
of them by all their Wiſdom, Power, Care and 
1 Dilegence , either ſupport their own private 
mW - Friends and Favourites, or preſerve the Publick 
Peace and Welfare; ünleſs God be pleaſed to 
ſupport and preſerve, the Princes themſelves, 
ZVand to prolong their Days, and proſper their 
Undertakings. We are therefore to make Al- 
mighty God, and not the greateſt Monarch up- 
on Harth, the chief Object of our Truſt: becauſe 
no Provident Circumfpettion; no ſteady Reſolu- 
tion, Courage; and eee, of the moſt ſagaci- 
Wl ous and puiſſant King, or Governoar, can {ecure 
any Kingdom, either from ſecret; Enemies, or 
open Violence, unleſs God ſuperintend, and 
watch over both the Prince, and the People. 
Ihe preſerving the Peace, and Welfare of a | 
Nation, is beyond the Power of the beſt, Wiſeſt, 
and moſt Potent Princes, without the Bleſſing of 
tune Divine Providence. 
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Indeed a very great and high Truſt, the Care 
of all the publick .Concerns is committed ta 
them. Neither ought we. to harbour in our 
Minds any ſiniſter Opinion of them, or any the 
leaſt diſloyal Sufpicions or Jealouſies concerning 
their faithful Managi ng the publick Affairs. 
And when their perſonal Qualifications are an- 
ſwerable to their high Deſcent, we may have 
great Hopes of Enjoying much Peace and Hap- 
pineſs under their aufpicious Government but 
yet we cannot, we ought not abſolutely to con- 
ide in them, with a full Aſſurance, that they 
mall always be able ſucceſsfully to manage their 
vaft Province. By ſo doing we ſhall be guilty 
of a kind of Sacrilegious Idolatry, in making 
them equal with God, and putting that abſolute 
Truſt in them, which peculiarly belongs to God 


Ibere are theſe Three things which may ef- 
fectually diſcourage us, from repoſing ſuch a 
Truſt and Confidence in any Earthly Princes.

| their Dominion, they can uſe the Hands of ſo 
many Perſons. ſubject to them. And this 1 of 
deed they are forced to do: becauſe their an 
Hands are really hut ſhortand weak. Fhey are 
under a Neceſſity of commirting almoſt all their 
Buſineſs to other Men , and venturing much of 
their moſt weighty Affairs in the Management 
of thoſe, w Ho can act as freely as themſelves, and 
not only ſo fas, as they are ordered, or influen- 
ced by them, For in every Government, the 
Minifter of State, and the ſubordinate Officers! 
are free, not natural Agents; and being ſo, if 
they have particular Ends of their own to ſerve; 
- || - they may ſeveral ways ſpoil the faireſt Deſigns 
df thg moſt-Anguſt Monarchs. But admit, that 
tlie ſubordinate Governours,whom they employ 
: ſhould prove wiſe and faithful, yet ſtill their 
Powers would be too little; unleis they could 
always ſo far cruſh their Enemies as to keep 
them from obſtructing their Affairs, or ſo influ- 
ence them, as to make them promote them: the 
doing of Which is very uncertain; ſince the 
Malice even of a weaker Enemy may make him 
o vigilant; as to gain an Opportunity, to defeat 
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he Counſels of one that is ſtronger. "Goa | 
mdeed can make his Enemies ſervioeable to 
He can make them do his Buſineſs, 
think moſt certainly, that they - 
Are driving on their n. But unto the 
nl Potent Man upon Earth, there is no 
uch Power granted, as to be always able,

in any the moſt Mighty Prince? How can any 
Human Power, without God's Bleſſing, be able 
to ſecure to us our Peace and Happineis?
